7. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shum 
(Publication No.: US 2003/0009507 A1. filed June 29, 2001). 

8. Regarding Claim 1 , Shum teaches a system and method for application 
performance management. 

The method and associated system for a system and method for application 
performance management as taught or suggested by Shum includes: 

a client access module for communicating with at least one client (1|0031 ); a 
database resource manager for communicating with at least one database server 
(110046), a client access module and database resource manager share a common 
software interface for communicating (1|0046). 

9. Regarding Claim 2, Shum teaches a software interface comprises a protocol 
manager for handling multiple database protocols (1(0046). 

10. Regarding Claim 3, the limitations of this claim has been noted in the rejection of 
claim 1 presented above. It is therefore rejected as set forth above. 
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1 1 . Regarding Claims 4 and 5, Shum teaches the local data is commonly used data 
objects (110065). 

12. Regarding Claim 6, the limitations of this claim has been noted in the rejection of 
claim 1 presented above. In addition, Shum teaches queries and updates, responses 
and data (1|0064 and 0074). 

13. Regarding Claim 7, Shum teaches assigning and allocating at least one client 
communication (110031). 

14. Regarding Claim 8, Shum teaches a load of a database (110046). 

15. Regarding Claims 9 and 10, Shum teaches a query modification (1f0031). 

16. Regarding Claims 11, 14, 16, 17, and 22, the limitations of these claims have 
been noted in the rejection of claim 1 presented above. They are therefore rejected as 
set forth above. 

17. Regarding Claims 12, 13, 15, 18-21 , the limitations of these claims have been 
noted in the rejection of claim 6, presented above. They are therefore rejected as set 
forth above.
